BUILD NEW POSSLOFFICE. 


PRESIDENT HARDING APPROVES 
PLAN, 


Government Tires of Paying Rent and 
Aims to Save $500,000,000 in Next 
Ten Years by Adopting Plan Na- 
tionally, 


(Special to Avalanche.) 

. By Robert Fuller, 
Washington, D. C. Sept. 13. 

Uncle Sam jse going tu invest in 
Grayling real estate, as soon as 
the plan of Postmaster General Work 
is authorized by Congress. It is pro- 
posed that the government buy or 
bully its own post office. 

President Harding has approved 
the plun. It is national in scupe and 
when put into operution will save tie 
evernment $500,000,000 in en years. 


Tired Paying Rent, 

Postmaster Generat Werk in his 
letter to President Harding explained 
that the department now pays an an- 
nual rental for buildings which house 
all of our post offices, totaling more 
than $12,000,000. These figures have 
been growing at a tremendous rate 
recently as leases expired and owners 
demand and obtained ‘substantial in- 
creases, 

It was also pointed out tat shame- 
less speculation on the part of those 
who try to prey on the government 
will be abolished for all time. 

The Government can borrow money 
at 4 per cent to buy or builq post of- 
fices, which will be tax free, says 
Work. Whereas, when leased, the 
government pays a rental. igh enough 
to permit the lessor to borrow mon- 
ey at 7 to 10 per cent and still profit. 


Bu8iness is Booming. 

5,836 of Uncle Sam’s post offices 
are in leased quarters. Only 1,200 
are in homes owned by the govern- 
ment, 

The parcel post and other adjust- 
ments have resulted in earnings 
which have more than doubled in the 
last ten years and are constantly 
growing, 

Administration leaders in Congress 
favor the plan and Treasur, officials 
have expressed the opinion that it is 
essentia) to economical management 
of the postal system.

in Philadelphia ‘between government 
officials and anthracite operators. 

On behalf of the government, Sec- 
retary Hoover and Commissioner Ait- 
chison, of the interstate commerce 
commission, insisted upon-utmost ¢o- 
operation by operators to’ facilitate 
smooth distribution of coal soon to he 
produced by resumption of operations 
in the Pennsylvania fields. Govern- 
Ment Officials are determined to use 
the powers of the interstate commerce 
commission, through priorities and 
embargoes, to assure plenty of coal for 
household use. 

Officials estimated that the need of 
householders will far exceed 1,500,000 
tons a week, the average output of the 
anthracite.

USE MORE REGISTERED SIRES 
Notable Progress fs, Reported In Move 
ment, to Replace Scrub Bulis ; 

- With Pur 


(Prepared by the United States D rt it 
of Agriculture) pauica 


There ts every reason to believe that 
the replacement of scrub and grade 
sires by purébreds 1s on the increase. 
Reports received by the United States 
Department of Agriculture from coun- 
ty agents in various parts of the. coun- 
try show that the “Better Sirea—Bet- 
ter Stock” movement is baving a 
notl¢eable effect. A recent statement 
by M. G Lewis, county agent of 
Rockbridge county, Va., ts typical of a 
large number. 

“The purebred buH movement,” 
says Mr. Lewis, “is progressing rap- 
idly. Since January 1, 16 farmers have 
disposed of grade or scrub bulls and 
are using registered bulls instead. On 
the other hand, there are no Jeas than 
60 men in the county who still persist 
in holding out against the progress 
and development of the live stock in- 
terests of the county by keeping infe- 
rtor grade or scrub bulls, I have a 
list. of 56 owners of such bulls. Some 
of. these tnen have grades that are 
fairly guod Individuals, while others 
bave scrubs that are the worst kind 
of a disgrace to the cummunity and 
to the county. 

“The cost of a good registered bull 
is so small now that it is a mystery 
why any farmer will kéep anything

else, Many records have been kept 
during the last few years te prove 
out the actual value of a purebred 
bull jn dollars and cents.” 

Some of these actual figures were 
obtained recently by the Department 


of Agriculture through an Inquiry 
sent out to more than 500 farmers 
throughout the United States. These 


men gave it as their opinion that in 
all kinds of farm stock purebreds have 
an earning power more than 40 per 
eent better than common stock. It ts 


noteworthy that in the case of dairy 
cattle, whose productive power’ can he 
easily measured, purebreds were cou- 
sidered to be 47.8 per cent better than 
common cows. The lowest percentage 
given for any kind of stock wus 36.8 
per cent, 


FLIES DECREASE MILK YIELD 


Spraying Furnishes Means of. Reliev- 
ing Cow For the Time and Saves 
Temper of Milker. 


The irritation of cows caused by 
files not onty lessens the twilk pro- 
duced, but, due to the restlessness of 
the cows, is a frequent cause of In- 
efficient milking. 


The fly spray furnishes a menns of 
relieving the cow for a time at least 
and of suving the temper of the milk- 
ers. The following fly repellant mix- 
ture is recummended: 

Four and one-hulf quarts of coul tar 
dip, 4% quarts of: fish oil, 3 quarts of 
whale of}, 114 quarts of ofl of tar and 
% ounce of oil of pennyroyal. Dis 
solve 3 pounds of laundry soap in 
water, add the ingredients of the spray 
and bring the whole up to 30 gallons 
with Inkewarm water. 

This quantity will spray 40 cows 
twice a day for 10 days. The spray 
should be applied in the morning after 
milking and in the afternoon when the 
cows are in the barn for silage or 
green feed.

Beef Steer Because Her Prod 
ucts Are Steady. 

The dniry cow is a more depend-
